REPORT OF AUDITORS. 


We have examined the accounts of the selectmen, town treas- 
urer, fire wards and cemetery trustees for the year ending Feb. 15, 
1906, and find them correctly cast and properly vouched.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The Board of Education presents to the citizens of Greenville 
this report of the schools for the year ending March 3, 1906. 

We entered upon the work of the year with the same effi- 
cient corps of teachers that we employed last year. That we are 
doing excellent work in our schools is evident to all who will take 
notice of the number of pupils who are attracted to us from neigh- 
boring towns. 

We are receiving tuition from the following towns: Wilton, 
Mason and New Ipswich. 

During the past year our schools have been im session thirty- 
six weeks. With the beginning of the year the board was able 
to do that which they had desired for some years to do, viz.: To 
introduce the teaching of drawing into our schools. Mrs. Fannie 
A. Wheeler, a teacher of experience in drawing, was secured and 
she has given a lesson to each school once in two weeks. ‘That 
the venture has been a success and an advance and that all the 
pupils have been pleased with the work has already been proven. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that our citizens will take increased 
interest in the subject of school decorations. As we cannot use 
the public money for this purpose we must depend on the favor 
of individuals and upon an aroused general sentiment. There 
can be no doubt that the presence of objects of art in the school 
room has a considerable influence on the child’s life. 

On Noy. 1%.a Teachers’ Institute was held in the town hall 
under the direction of the state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, Mr. Henry C. Morrison. It was well attended by teachers 
and citizens of this and surrounding towns and was very helpful 
to all.

Mr. Morrison has prepared a course of studies which has 
been followed by teachers throughout the state. It has been a 
great assistance to our teachers, who have heretofore had no stated 
course to follow. | 

In accordance with the law passed last year to have the 
enumeration of the children taken between the ages of five and 
sixteen, we find that we have 401 children, 196 boys and 205 girls. 

During the past year we have built a new piece of fence, re- 
paired the old, and have painted the fence and made other im- 
provements about the grounds. | 

The children have been very careful about damaging the 
building, and the property is now in excellent condition. During 
the year we have paid one-half the expense of maintaining the 
number six school in the town of Mason, as we have twelve 
pupils in attendance there. During the past year all have been 
encouraged by the interest shown by the large number of parents 
and friends who have visited the different schools. 

On Sept. 5, 1905, the school board made a contract for one 
year with the Appleton Academy, New Ipswich, N. H., to furnish © 
high school instruction to all pupils entitled to the same.
